CANNOT STEER 

Slow initial speed means less strain 
on the parachute, so .it would 
be quite possible, Mr. Irving 
thinks, for the German :30-feet para- 
chute to be made of less durable ma- 
terial, and consequently to be no 
heavier than the smaller British Ser- 
vice model. ; 

When .a man 
wrecked aeroplane he may well be 
going at anything up to 300 miles an 
hour, Not for him the comparatively 
leisurely start of a parachute trooper 
jumping from a machine that has 
slowed down to the limit. 

_ Usually you fall when you land, and 
falling without hurting yourself is a 
matter of practice. Some have said the 
Germans have devised a new techni- 
aue for landing. “Not at all,” says Mr. 
Irving, “it’s simply a matter of practice 

_in falling.” 

British airmen are not trained in 
making parachute jumps. “There is no 
necessity,” Mr. Irving says. “The-thing 
has become so simple.” In the U.S.S.R. 
training was carried to a pitch where 
parachute jumping became a popular 
sport. “Yes, but that’s different,” says 
Mr. Irving. “That is training for para- 
chute troops.” 

One thing- even the most .modern 
parachute is incapable of—that is, 
being steered. “That is, and always has 
been impossible,” Mr. Irving said, “If 
you're agile enough it is possible to 
wrench yourself aside to avoid falling 
into o tree. That is all.” 

UNLIMITED: LOAD : 

Once Mr. Irving's firm made a para- 

chute that carried its own aeroplane. 


The plane stopped its engines, drop- | 


ped, then let out its parachute, and 
came down safely. 

This parachute was 80 feet in el 
meter.

-Striking off in 
another direction, they found:a barn, 
into which they broke, and remained 
there for the night. 

By now the pilot was - delirious 
and in the greatest ‘pain, and the 
sergeant had to give him morphia. 
In ‘the morning the sergeant and 

gunner set off again. They had dis- 
covered in the barn:a small hand- 
cart and on that they placed their 
wounded officer and pushed him until 
their further- progress was stopped by 
the River Meuse, 

They could find no way across and 
lay up again In hiding on’ the mar- 
gin of the stream. By this time 
the pilot officer had died of his 
wounds. 

During that night — their second in 
Land’—with the Gere 
mans on either side of them and close 
at hand, these two aircraftmen clam- 
bered across the rickety broken bridge 
until they reached the French out- 
post and were taken by an American 
volunteer ambulance back: to their 
own squadron.

The Mahanayake Theras (Chief High 
Priests) of Malwatta and Asgiriya, 
of. the Syamopali Maha Nikaya, the 
oldest and the most influential Sect in 
the Island, expressed this view as 
follows: “Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
the Prime Minister of Britain, did 
everything that was humanly possible 
to avoid this catastrophe.” And again, 


in the words of the Very Reverend. 


I. Sri Dhammananda Thero, Principal 
of one of the two leading Colleges of 
Oriental Studies: “The British Govern- 
ment tried its best until the last mo- 
ment to avert the calamity of slaugh-— 
ter by advising the settlement of the 
Danzig question by peaceful nego- 
tiations. But it was-of no avail.... 
The Germany. that started the last 
Great War has commenced another be- 
fore even the lapse of twenty. years, 
Great Britain, after striving to secure 
peace even at the sacrifice of her own 
self-respect, was compelled against her 
wish to take up arms.”

Forbids Killing 

“Had it not been, however, for this 
firm conviction that it was not possible 
for the British Government to avoid 
the war,.

proffered their support so readily. For 
Buddhism forbids killing. 


In Ceylon to- ~day there are three 
main sects and several sub-sects into 
which the Buddhist Order is divided. 
The differences that exist. between 
| these various sects of 
(priests) are all connected with minor 
ecclestastical theories and do not affect 
the worship or other religious prac- 
tices of the lay people. As regards the 
principal doctrine of the Buddha, the 
BikRhus also are all at one. To refrain 


from destroying life in any form is the. 


‘first’ precept -in Buddhism. It ad- 
monishes people not even is hurt living 
things. 


In such an atmosphere where opinion 
is unanimous against taking the life of 
any living thing, the idea of war must 
necessarily be repugnant. 
hism is a religion free from extremes. 
While killing is not to be tolerated or 
connived at under any circumstances, 
it does not debar a man from salvation 
for eternity. So, while strictly on reli- 
gious grounds war is to be opposed 
under all circumstances, yet in practi- 
cal life it is realised that it is not al- 
ways that it can be avoided. 


Last Resort. 


Great Buddhist kings, such as Dutu- 
gammu, often took to war, if only as 
a last resort. They knew that the 
killing involved in their action could 
only retard their progress towards

Nirwaria, but not prevent them ‘from 
attaining it eventually. And this they 
did not mind, so long as their purpose 
was altruistic.

: Sir Bindon served in the Jowaki ex-

force, and as lieutenant-general com- 
manding troops in the Eastern Trans- 
vaal in 1901. He retired from the 
Army in 1907. 

In all his war service he never re- 
ceived a scratch. Pathans twice tried 
assassinate him but he shot his would- 
be murderers, : . 

For long he held‘ the record for the 
number of tigers he had “bagged” —52. 


WROTE LIFE STORY AT 91 


Sir Bindon saw many changes in 
-the Army and was a great believer in 
modern improved conditions for sol- 
diers. : 

At 91 he wrote his life story—by 
hand—and completed the book in a 
year, relying solely on his memory. 

He was 71 when the last war broke 
out, but was able to make himself use- 
ful in raising troops. ; 

Although born in Scotland, Sir 
Bindon came of an old Co. Clare fami- 
ly. An ancestor was Colonel Blood, 
who stole the Crown jewels from the 
Tower in Charles: II's reign.
